Region prepares 
white-nosed 
syndrome plans

BATS Nova Scotia bats are 
in danger of an extremely 
contagious, fatal disease 
known as white-nosed syn¬ 
drome. 

Although the disease 
hasn’t reached Nova Scotia 
bats yet, Dr. Hugh Broders, 
chair of the department of 
biology at Saint Mary’s, 
says it’s only a matter of 
time before it does. 

Representatives from 
each of the Atlantic 
provinces met at Saint 
Mary’s University to 
discuss what the best plan 
of action is when bats in 
Atlantic Canada become 
threatened. Although not 
much is known about the 
condition, Broders says it’s 
important to learn as 
much as possible to save 
the bats. 

White-nosed syndrome 
causes a white fungus to 
grow on the noses and 
ears of bats while they are 
hibernating. The disease 
can result in tens of thou¬ 
sands of deaths in bat pop¬ 
ulations.

An elderly man died yes¬ 
terday when he was 
unable to escape his Lake 
Echo home during a 
vicious house fire. 

Firefighters were called 
to 117 River Drive at 4:41 
in the morning and found 
the home engulfed in 
flames. 

“They started an offen¬ 
sive fire attack right away, 
so they took hose lines 
and entered the building 
to try to contain the fire 
and search for people,” 
said fire department 


spokesman Capt. Dave 
Meldrum. 

Firefighters found one 
man, believed to be the 
homeowner, Ted Misztela, 
but weren’t able to tell his 
condition because of the 
smoke and heat. They 
pulled Misztela out of the 
house where they discov¬ 
ered he had died. 

Firefighters searched, 
but did not find anyone 


else in the house. Eventu¬ 
ally, they had to pull out 
because the heat was too 
intense. 

“It was a really aggres¬ 
sive fire,” said Meldrum. 

“Our protective equip¬ 
ment is only good to a cer¬ 
tain extent. They encoun¬ 
tered temperatures above 
and beyond what our 
equipment is actually de¬ 
signed to take.” 


Neighbours described 
Misztela as a kind, sweet 
man who loved being out¬ 
doors. He could often be 
seen chopping firewood 
in his lawn. 

Misztela lived alone, 
though family members 
would visit. Officials said 
no one else was harmed 
in the fire, but one fire¬ 
fighter broke his wrist 
when he slipped and fell 
on ice. 

The roof of the house 
collapsed during the fire 
and the rest was brought 
down by emergency 
crews. Officials are inves¬ 
tigating how the fire start¬ 
ed. 


Teen arrested 
after Lockview 
High School 
bomb threat

FALL RIVER RCMP arrested a 
15-year-old Wednesday af¬ 
ter someone e-mailed 
bomb threats to a staff 
member at Lockview High 
School on Tuesday night. 

The threats said a bomb 
would go off at the school 
this week. Early Wed¬ 
nesday morning, before 
students arrived, the 
RCMP’s explosive unit and 
its police-dog team 
searched the school. Noth¬ 
ing was found, and police 
were gone 
before stu- 
dents 
arrived, so 
classes 
weren’t dis¬ 
rupted. 

“We took 
it seriously 
enough to 
do a search 
of the 
school in 
the morn¬ 
ing to 
make sure 

it was safe,” RCMP Cpl. Joe 
Taplin said yesterday. 

That afternoon, the tech¬ 
nical crime unit tracked 
down the IP address the 
threats were sent from. 

The teen will be charged 
with two counts of mis¬ 
chief He’ll be in court Jan. 
1, 2009. 


Lockdown 

• The threats 
came just the 
day after a 
teenage girl 
threatened to 
kill two stu¬ 
dents at the 
school, but 
the two inci¬ 
dents weren't 
related. 


Halifax Regional School 
Board spokeswoman 
Shaune MacKinlay said the 
board takes these threats 
seriously, but staff under¬ 
stand that they happen. 

“This kind of arrest 
does send a message to 
other young people who 
might consider doing 
this, and consider it a 
prank, that the 
consequences are very se¬ 
rious,” MacKinlay said.

Here’s a shocker: Halifax is a government town. According to Statistics Canada, we 
have the second-highest proportion of federal public servants in the country, at 8.1 
per cent of our employed labour force.

“Regulation costs a lot of 
money to run — it is a so¬ 
cial decision. Is it worth 
the $6-$7 million dollars 
extra it costs Nova Sco¬ 
tians? That will be people’s 
choice at the next elec¬ 
tion.” 

John Allan Moores was 
thrilled that is was only 
costing him $18 for half a 
tank. 

“As long as it stays under 


a dollar a litre, I’m sort of 
OK with that. When it goes 
over a dollar is when it 
starts to really hurt. A dol¬ 
lar for a litre of gas is a lit¬ 
tle extreme.” 

Collins thinks prices will 
stay low for awhile 

“Prices will probably stay 
in the general range here 
for a while — unless there 
is a major move by OPEC 
in reducing supply.” 



Gas regulation here to stay 


Independent review released 

Report finds system costly but effective 


Gas regulation in Nova Sco¬ 
tia isn't going away any 
time soon. 

After two years, an inde¬ 
pendent review shows the 
system costs more but is ful¬ 
filling its goal of stabilizing 
gas prices and keeping rural 
stations from closing. 

“We're going to continue 
with regulation until we es¬ 
tablish it is not good for No¬ 
va Scotians,'' said Service 
Nova Scotia Minister Jamie 
Muir. 

“This report indicates that 
regulation has met its origi¬ 
nal goals. The number of 
price changes have been re¬ 
duced, and consumers now 
know when changes will oc¬ 
cur and can make some¬ 
what more informed 
purchasing decisions.'' 

Regulation does cost the 
province a total of about $7 
million per year — $6 
million in increased gas 
prices and $900,000 to oper¬ 
ate the program. 

Nova Scotia's gas prices 
were an average of a half-a- 
cent per litre more 
expensive than they would 
have been without regula¬ 


tion. That works out to 
about 25 cents each time 
you fill up your car, or 
$12.50 per year. 

Much of that money goes 
to securing margins for 
struggling rural gas retail¬ 
ers. 

Both the Tories and NDP 
support regulation, but Lib¬ 
eral Leader Stephen McNeil 
said the program is a waste 
of money. 

“I don't know of a Nova 
Scotian that's willing to pay 
an extra $7 million,'' said 
McNeil. “Clearly this system 
is failing. It's time to scratch 
it.'' 

The report by Gardner 
Pinfold found fewer rural 
stations have closed since 
regulation began and gas 
prices have standardized 
across the province. 

One issue of concern 
Gardner Pinfold found was 
promotions by larger com¬ 
panies offering discounts 
on gas. These promotions 
were found to hurt 
independent retailers who 
don't have the resources to 
match the prices.

Nova Scotians are hoping 
that a report released to¬ 
day reviewing the provin¬ 
cial government’s gas reg¬ 
ulations doesn’t result in 
higher prices at the 
pumps. 

The report, released by 
Service Nova Scotia, finds 
that gas prices are more 
stable and predictable with 
the gas-regulation rules. 
With regulation, prices are 
found to be consistent 
throughout the province. 

People at gas stations to¬ 
day were happy to see 
prices lower now than 
they’ve been since Febru¬ 
ary 2005. Some didn’t 
think that the review was 
necessary at all. 

“1 saw in the newspaper 
about the regulation of gas 
getting reviewed. 1 don’t 
see the point. The people 
who did it are probably 
making good salaries, so 1 
think it’s a waste of mon¬ 
ey,” said one man, who 
went only by Ketene, at 
the Superstore gas station 
on Barrington Street.

Chop shops linked: Cops 

Police find stolen parts at second business in Harrietsfield

City stocks up on road salt

Police busted up another 
chop shop in Harrietsfield. 

It was in “veiy close prox¬ 
imity” to the one disman¬ 
tled in the summer, and 
RCMP Sgt. John Langille 
said the two shops are con¬ 
nected. 

“They’re connected (in) 
that the players know one 
another. They might inter¬ 
change pieces to certain ve¬ 
hicles,” he said. 

Police knew about this 
chop shop when they took 
down the other one in May. 

“We had some informa¬ 
tion, but we didn’t know 
enough to act on it at that 
time,” he said. He alleged 
the chop shop operates un¬ 
der a legitimate business 
heading and uses stolen 
business parts to supple¬ 
ment its regular business. 

The address, which is in a 
public record, leads to Fras¬ 
er Automotive on Old Sam- 
bro Road. A 26-year-old man 
from Portuguese Cove was 
arrested and will appear in 


court in January. He will be 
charged with possessing 
stolen property of more 
than $5,000 and breach of 
probation. 

“Our investigation is on¬ 
going and there may be fur¬ 
ther charges, but at this ti¬ 
me only one person has be¬ 
en charged,” Langille said. 

In a search on Oct. 29, po¬ 
lice found stolen car parts. 


as well as addresses, park¬ 
ing codes and names of the 
remotes for the door open¬ 
ers for a dozen garages in 
the metro area. 

“We’ve established that 
at least three of those 
(garages) — and they’re still 
under investigation — that 
they’ve had vehicles stolen 
from underground gar¬ 
ages,” Langille said. 


“We encourage building 
managers to consider 
changing their access codes 
on a fairly regular basis.” 

In June, 18 mutilated veh¬ 
icles were recovered from a 
Harrietsfield chop shop and 
four men were arrested. 

Police say the number of 
stolen cars in HRM is down 
14 per cent in the first three 
quarters of the year. 


ICE Wood pellets and snow 
tires may be in short supply 
around Halifax right now, 
but there’s at least one win¬ 
ter necessity the city has 
stocked up on — road salt. 

“We’re doing fabulous. I 
don’t think we’re going to 
run out this year,” said Gor¬ 
don Hayward, HRM’s win¬ 
ter works supervisor. 

“The problem last year 
was excessive salt situations 
— Two-and-a-half times our 
normal amounts.” 

A salt shortage was felt 
all along the eastern 
seaboard last year, starting 
around mid-December. Re¬ 
tailers were cleaned out, 
sidewalks were slippery, 
and HRM’s stockpile got 
dangerously low. 


CRIME Jimmy Melvin Jr. was 
arrested in Dartmouth yes¬ 
terday.

confidence to start ... or 
they just don’t know how to 
even shop in the store in a 
budgeted way,” she says. 

McCauley, who has pub¬ 
lished five cookbooks and 
contributes to numerous 
magazines, shared how to 
cook decent meals without 
breaking the bank. 

She says it’s possible to 
eat nutritious meals for $10, 
$15 or $20. A family of four 
can eat for $9.85. This meal 
includes frozen peas, ham¬ 


burger helper and one bag 
of milk. If you find Ham¬ 
burger Helper boring after a 
bit, keep in mind that there 
are 17 kinds. 

For $20, McCauley recom¬ 
mends a taco kit. The mon¬ 
ey will pay for the kit, a 
pound of ground beef, gar¬ 
nishes and a bag of milk. 

There are a few reasons 
why shoppers go over budg¬ 
et at the grocery store. Peo¬ 
ple who go in without a list 
will grab a lot of food they 


might not need. Never, says 
McCauley, go grocery shop¬ 
ping on an empty stomach. 

McCauley says the best bar¬ 
gains are hidden in the aisles. 
You need to give yourself 
time to go down every aisle 
to find the best sales. 
Coupon-clipping never hurts, 
and don’t forget to stock up 
on family favourites when 
they go on sale. You can 
freeze them for later. 

Also, she says don’t be 
afraid to buy frozen vegeta¬ 
bles instead of fresh. In 
many cases, they’re actually 
more nutritious, since the 
constant grocery store mist¬ 
ing of fresh veggies from 
down south can cause nutri¬ 
ents to dissolve. 


Dana McCauley recommends zesty herbed tomato lasagna 


Ingredients: 

• 3 tbsp olive oil 

• 2 onions, finely chopped 

• 3 cloves garlic, minced 

• 2 tbsp chopped fresh 
oregano leaves 

• 2 tsp chopped fresh thyme 

• 1/2 tsp each salt and pepper 

• 3 cups tomato sauce 

• 1/2 tsp granulated sugar 

• 2 tbsp each chopped fresh 
parsley and basil 

• 6 fresh lasagna noodles 

• 11/4 cups shredded Parmesan 

• 1 cup shredded mozzarella 
Method: Heat oil in a wide 


saucepan on medium-low 
heat. Add onion, garlic, 
oregano, thyme, basil, salt and 
pepper. Partially cover and 
cook, stirring often, for 10 
minutes until onions soft. 

Stir in the tomato sauce and 
increase the heat to medium. 
Bring sauce to boil. Simmer, 
partially covered and stirring 
occasionally, for 15 minutes. 
Taste and add up to 1/2 tsp 
sugar if tangy. Stir in parsley, 
basil and one cup of the 
Parmesan cheese. Oil a 5 x 9 
inch loaf pan. Preheat the 


oven to 350F. Spoon a little 
sauce into the pan. Top with a 
noodle. Repeat until pan is 
filled.

Louis Brill, president of 
the Nova Scotia Lung Asso¬

'Urbanized' deer 
causing a rise in 
road kill numbers 


BIBLE HILL A growing popu¬ 
lation of “urbanized” deer 
are resulting in increasing 
numbers of roadkill, an of¬ 
ficial with the Department 
of Natural Resources says. 

“We’ve had them in the 
middle of the afternoon 
here in the forestry yard,” 
said forest technician Jim 
McNaughton. 

As of Tuesday, the depart¬ 
ment had recorded 256 
road-killed deer in Colch¬ 
ester County since Jan. 1. 

Last year saw a total of 
230 deer killed by vehicles 

compared to_ 

200 in 2006.

said, of the 
fact that deer are becoming 
more accustomed to feed¬ 
ing near areas populated 
by humans. 

In using the term urban, 
McNaughton was including 
Truro and other smaller 
outl 3 dng communities such 
as Brookfield, Debert, Bible 
Hill and Greenfield. 

While there are some 
people who feed the deer 
they see hanging around 
their backyards, Mc¬ 
Naughton said there’s 
enough of a natural, easily 
accessible food supply 
through shrubbery and 
other growth that he 
doubts the feeding has 
much impact. 

“They’re just here. 
They’ve got no fear of peo¬ 
ple, they’re content. 
There’s not a lot you can do 
about it,” he said. “And, 
yes, 1 know people feed 
them, but if they stopped 


— would it help? Probably 
not, they would just get in¬ 
to the gardens.” 

NDP MLA Charlie Parker 
of Pictou, who is also the 
party’s natural resources 
critic, believes that some¬ 
thing can be done. 

In the legislature this 
week, he called on Natural 
Resources Minister David 
Morse to initiate an aware¬ 
ness program, such as Man¬ 
itoba does, to remind mo¬ 
torists of the danger of 
deer on the roads and what 
motorists can do to help 
_prevent a col¬ 
lision. 

“In Lunen¬ 
burg, Colch¬ 
ester, Cum¬ 
berland, Pic¬ 
tou and parts 
of Halifax 
County, it 
seems that if 
someone has¬ 
n’t hit a deer with a vehi¬ 
cle, they know someone 
who has,” Parker said. “The 
number of deer involved in 
collisions on Nova Scotia 
roads has grown substan¬ 
tially. In the last eight 
years, there were nearly 
15,000 collisions. These are 
all situations that can lead 
to serious injury or worse, 
however, the minister of 
Natural Resources chief re¬ 
sponse is to increase the 
deer bag limit.” 

Parker said the Manitoba 
government website pro¬ 
vides information to mo¬ 
torists that warn them to 
be vigilant during dawn 
and dusk when deer like to 
feed. It also warns that deer 
travel together, so if one 
crosses, others are right be¬ 
hind and instructs drivers 
to place their lights on low 
beam if they spot a deer.

Tories to be toppled? 

Opposition outraged over latest proposals

A political standoff that 
could spark an election 
has erupted as opposition 
politicians rejected a Con¬ 
servative fiscal package 
that delays help for the 
struggling economy and 
proposes to eliminate 
public funding for political 
parties. 

Liberals, New Democrats 
and the Bloc Quebecois 
united in opposition yes¬ 
terday to what they called 
a “mean-spirited” Conser¬ 
vative plan that also in¬ 
cludes a clampdown on 
MPs’ pay and a ban on 
strikes by federal govern¬ 
ment workers for two 
years. 

Last night, a sense of ur¬ 
gency prevailed as embold¬ 
ened opposition politicians 
openly mused about form¬ 
ing a coalition govern¬ 
ment. NDP Leader Jack Lay- 
ton cancelled a trip to Van¬ 
couver so he could be in 
Ottawa today to talk strate¬ 
gy with other opposition 
leaders. 

Barring a compromise. 


the minority Conservatives 
could be toppled in a confi¬ 
dence vote on Monday 
night, opening the way to 
a change of government or 
a snap election less than 
two months after the Oct. 
14 vote. Opposition MPs 
said they’ll decide their 
next steps after seeing the 
legislation that will accom¬ 


pany the fiscal update. The 
politicians will get their 
first peek at that today 
with a vote scheduled 
Monday.

Mumbai 
attackers 
a mystery

As Indian intelligence 
agencies scrambled yester¬ 
day to identify the perpe¬ 
trators of Wednesday’s ter¬ 
rorist attacks in Mumbai, 
terrorism experts said the 
Deccan Mujahideen, the 
group that claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the attack, was 
likely a name invented by 
the real perpetrator to sow 
confusion. That perpetra¬ 
tor, they said, could be any 
of several disparate organi¬ 
zations — possibly inside 
India, possibly outside. 

Tom Quiggin, a Canadi¬ 
an expert in jihad who has 
studied terrorism in India, 
said he would “bet a year’s 
pay” the terrorists belong 
to the Indian Mujahideen, 
an offshoot of the 
outlawed Students Islamic 
Movement of India. The IM 
has credibly claimed 
responsibility for several 
multiple-bomb attacks in 
India in 2007 and 2008, 
and several other interna¬ 
tional experts identified 
the group as the most like¬ 
ly to have orchestrated the 
co-ordinated Mumbai 
assaults. 

“It’s consistent with their 
methodology, consistent 
with their past, and it’s also 
consistent in that there’s 
nobody else in India who’s 
ever carried out an attack 
like this before,” Quiggin 
said. “There’s no indication 
there’s another group that 
would have this type of ca¬ 
pability and invention.”

India looks for answers 


Officials say several terrorists were captured alive 


India remains on high alert 
today as investigators, 
joined by terrorism experts 
from around the world, 
strive to learn more about 
the shadowy group of ter¬ 
rorists who attacked a 
series of symbolic, high- 
profile targets in the coun¬ 
try’s financial capital of 
Mumbai. 

The gunmen, identified 
by officials as suspected 
Muslim militants, attacked 
five-star hotels the Taj Ma¬ 
hal and Trident-Oberoi, 
along with the headquar¬ 
ters of an ultra-orthodox 
Jewish outreach group, 
Chabad Lubavitch, and a 
railway station. 

Several terrorists were 
captured alive, according to 
Indian officials. 

India’s Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh blamed 
“external” forces — code 
for Pakistani militants — 
for the violence. 

But Pakistan’s govern¬ 
ment, which condemned 
the attacks, warned India 
against jumping to conclu¬ 
sions about who was re¬ 
sponsible. 

Survivors and witnesses 
say the gunmen went 
around specifically looking 
for American and British 
citizens in the attacks, 
which at last word claimed 
121 lives and left 279 in¬ 
jured, including several 
Canadians. 

“They have AK-47s and 
grenades,” said local mili- 
taiy commander Maj. Gen. 
R.K. Hooda. “They have bags 
full of grenades and have 
come fully prepared.” 

During the day comman¬ 
does brought hostages.

were debating whether the 
gunmen — described as 
young and ordinaiy — could 
have been linked to al-Qaida. 

“It’s clear that it is al-Qai¬ 
da style,” said Rohan Gu- 
naratna of the Internation¬ 
al Center for Political Vio¬ 
lence and Terrorism Re¬ 
search in Singapore and au¬ 
thor of the book Inside Al- 
Qaida. 

“Yesterday’s attack is a 
watershed because, for the 
first time, the terrorists de¬ 
liberately attacked interna¬ 
tional targets,” Gunaratna 
said. 

Singh, speaking to the na¬ 
tion, said “the well-planned 
and well-orchestrated at¬ 
tacks, probably with exter¬ 
nal linkages, were intended 
to create a sense of panic, 
by choosing high-profile 
targets” and indiscriminate¬ 
ly killing foreigners. 

But, the Indian prime 
minister warned, the terror¬ 
ists “would not succeed in 
their nefarious design.”

Leaked Sarkozy notes raise scandal 


CZECH “Do you know what it 
means to be alone against 
all Arabs? To have them on 
the phone? Arabs are terri¬ 
ble, I assure you.” Those 
words of French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy to the 
Czech Prime Minister Mirek 
Topolanek have caused a 
big scandal in Czech Repub¬ 
lic. 

Yesterday, Czech weekly 
Reflex published leaked 
notes from a meeting be¬ 
tween both diplomats in 
Paris on Oct. 31. According 
to the magazine, Sarkozy 
wanted to persuade the 


Czech prime minister not 
to lead Union Pour la 
Mediterrane during the 
Czech EU presidency that 
starts in January 2009. 

The whole scandal could 
be caused by mistransla¬ 
tion. The French meaning 
of the sentence “ils sont ter¬ 
rible” does not have the 
same negative meaning as 
in Czech, and translates as 
something more like “they 
are quiet something.” 

The editor-in-chef of Re¬ 
flex, Pavel Safr, said the 
magazine got the material 
from “higher diplomatic 


circles and from a person 
nobody could question as to 
whether the material is fal¬ 
sified.” 

Yesterday afternoon, 
Czech Foreign Affairs minis¬ 
ter Karel Schwarzenberg of¬ 
ficially apologized to 
Sarkozy for the leak. 

Franck Louvier, Sarkozy’s 
press officer, said to Metro: 
“I knew the story, it’s a 
complete lie. I don’t under¬ 
stand who made it up, but I 
guess it’s from someone 
who wants to create preju¬ 
dice against France.”

The lucky ones 

Mumbai survivors speak 

• Archit Guha is counting his 
blessings. 

The Mumbai student and a 
group of his pals had planned 
on going to the Leopold Cafe 
on Wednesday night for a 
friend's birthday. Instead, they 
decided to go on Saturday 
night. 

“As luck would have it, we 
decided not to go out,” Guha, 
18, said yesterday. “It's spine- 
chilling.” Guha says the most 
disturbing aspect of the ter¬ 
rorist attacks was the appar¬ 
ent youth of many of the at¬ 
tackers. 

“It means people in my age 
group are falling prey to fa¬ 
naticism, to the ideology of 
terror that they're willing to 
espouse at any cost,” he said. 

• Pearl Shah was stranded in a 
bar until 5 a.m. yesterday, but 
she's happy just to be alive. 

She was with a friend at a 
restaurant-bar located next to 
the Taj Mahal Palace hotel. 
The two were having dinner 
when they first heard about 
the shootings. 

“We were told no one 
could enter or leave,” said 
Shah, who then heard bursts 
of gunfire. “It was so close. I 
was terrified for a few min¬ 
utes. This is one of the saddest 
days of my life. 

• Jaspreet Singh's friend, 
Karan Katya I, a chef at the 
Oberoi Hotel, had just narrow¬ 
ly escaped death. 

According to Singh, Katya I 
was in the kitchen when he 
heard the first gunshots. 
When he came out to check 
what was happening, the 
gunmen turned their 
weapons KatyaI's way. 

“He was pulled back in the 
nick of time and somehow 
managed to avoid getting 
shot,” Singh related from his 
home, a mere 15 minutes 
from the hotel. “He ran to the 
back and waited four hours 
before being rescued.” 

• Neeraj Patel counts himself 
lucky. Very lucky. 

The businessman left 
Leopold Cafe minutes before 
gunmen burst in and started 
firing at the patrons. 

He was less than a 100 me¬ 
tres away when he heard 
what he thought were fire¬ 
crackers. Seconds later, he 
heard an explosion followed 
by screams and he knew 
something was very wrong. 

A friend told Patel later he 
had gone to the washroom 
when he heard the commo¬ 
tion and sneaked out the 
back. 

“That probably saved his 
life,” said Patel. “I just hope my 
other friend is okay.”

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U.S. soldier 
seeks asylum 


A U.S. soldier who desert¬ 
ed his unit to avoid return¬ 
ing to Iraq has applied for 
asylum in Germany, saying 
the Iraq war was illegal 
and that he could not sup¬ 
port the '"heinous acts” 
taking place. 

Andre Shepherd, 31, 
who served in Iraq be¬ 
tween September 2004 and 
February 2005 as an 
Apache helicopter me¬ 
chanic in the 412 th Avia¬ 
tion Support Battalion, has 
been living in Germany 
since deserting last year. 

“When I read and heard 
about people being ripped 
to shreds from machine 
guns or being blown to 
bits by the Hellfire mis¬ 


siles, I began to feel 
ashamed about what I was 
doing,” Shepherd said dur¬ 
ing a news conference. 

According to U.S. law, 
soldiers who desert during 
a time of war can face the 
death penalty. 

The soldier said he was 
particularly hopeful he 
would be granted asylum 
in Germany, a staunch op¬ 
ponent of the U.S.-led inva¬ 
sion of Iraq. 

Shepherd, who enlisted 
in January 2004, is only the 
second U.S. soldier to have 
applied to Germany for 
asylum in a similar situa¬ 
tion. The earlier applica¬ 
tion was later withdrawn.

It’ll get 
picked at for the next 
month or so, after which 
it’ll end up on a shelf, next 
to The World In 2008, 


2007, 2006 and so on. 

1 hold on to these issues 
as keepsakes of the conven¬ 
tional wisdom, collected 
and codified on the eve of 
the largely arbitrary 
turnover of another calen¬ 
dar year, since they often 
prove to be poor almanacs 
for the year to come. Ac¬ 
cording to The World In 
2008 for instance, Hillaiy 
Clinton was the likely bet to 
lead the Democrats into the 
White House, since “both 
Mr. Obama and Mr. Edwards 
come across as too light¬ 
weight.” Time, of course, 
may prove if even a wrong 
prediction might still con¬ 
tain a kernel of insight. 

The 2008 issue predicted

Recent public comments 
which flowed from coun¬ 
cil’s decision not to ap¬ 
prove the Waterside Cen¬ 
tre development applica¬ 
tion have caused me some 
concern. 

Councillors are elected to 
be decision makers. It’s not 
the role of a councillor to 
blindly accept, in an uncriti¬ 
cal way, development pro¬ 
posals and the recommenda¬ 
tions made by municipal 
staff. It is certainly not coun¬ 
cil’s role, as Stephen Lund, of 
Nova Scotia Business Inc. 
would have it, to “support 
development or get out of 
the way.” If it were just a 
matter of applying planning 
policies and laws which re¬ 


quired no interpretation, 
there would be no need of 
councils, courts or appeal 
boards — or for that matter, 
more than one lawyer in 
town who can read. 

The fact that 18 council¬ 
lors were evenly divided on 
this issue indicates, to me, 
that there were two reason¬ 
able conclusions reached by 
reasonable people. It will 
now be up to the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Utility And Review Board 
to decide if council’s deci¬ 
sion was reasonable.

politics became hip 
again. Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s “Yes we can!” vigor 
reignited America’s political 
passion, helping to break a 
forty-year-old Election Day 
turn-out record and actually 
get people under the age of 
seventy to tune into Meet 
the Press. 

That excitement has in¬ 
fected Hollywood as well. 
This year sees three high 
profile political biographies 
hit theatres: W., about the 
life and wild times of George 
W. Bush; the soon-to-be re¬ 
leased Frost/Nixon; and this 
week’s limited release Milk, 
starring Sean Penn as the 
first openly gay man elected 
to public office in the USA. 

Hollywood has often 


looked to politics for inspira¬ 
tion. Anthony Hopkins’s 
portrayal of rubber-cheeked 
Tricky Dicky in Nixon was 
nominated for a Best Actor 
Oscar, as was Raymond 
Massey’s take on the 16th 
president in Abe Lincoln in 
Illinois, and James Whit¬ 
more as Hany Truman in 
Give ’em Hell, Hany. 

Wild in the Streets, a 1968 
counter-culture cult film 
about Max Frost, a multi¬ 
millionaire rock star with 
plans to take over the gov¬ 
ernment, is one of the 
wilder political “what-if” 
films. 

Frost’s scheme begins 
with staged riots on the Sun¬ 
set Strip. Next he spikes 
Washington’s drinking wa¬ 
ter supply with LSD and 
while D.C.’s powerbrokers 
are hallucinating he gets 
them to pass a law lowering 
the age limit for all elected 
offices to 14. Soon he wins 
the Oval Office, immediate¬ 
ly imprisoning everyone 
over 30 in concentration 
camps where they wear 
dark robes and are perpetu¬ 
ally stoned on LSD. 

Max’s plan just might 


land him in trouble, howev¬ 
er, when the next genera¬ 
tion adopts the new slogan: 
“We’re gonna put every¬ 
body over 10 out of busi¬ 
ness.” 

Seen through today’s eyes 
the film is little more than a 
fun, druggy artifact from 
the freewheeling sixties, but 
at the time its message was 
taken seriously by some in 
the establishment. At 1968’s 
Presidential Gonvention the 
Mayor of Ghicago hired se¬ 
curity to protect the city’s 
water supply from being 
laced with LSD. 

Other unconventional po¬ 
litical films include Whoops 
Apocal 3 ^se which sees 
America’s first female presi¬ 
dent, played by M*A*S*H’s 
Loretta Swit, tiy to avoid 
World War III and 1964s 
Kisses for My President 
which focuses on the tough 
job of First Husband as he 
puts a masculine spin on 
the role of First Lady, host¬ 
ing women’s groups and 
garden parties.

Julie Benz back in the boys zone in Punisher: War Zone

Not only does Julie Benz 
play yin to a serial killer’s 
yang in the hit TV show 
Dexter, but she also starred 
opposite the most macho 
of manly men earlier this 
year in Rambo. Now the 
soft-spoken actress is play¬ 
ing accomplice to yet 
another rugged he-man in 
Punisher: War Zone — hit¬ 
ting theatres next Friday. 

“I seem to be getting vigi¬ 
lante themes surrounding 
me in my work,” says Benz 
over the phone from New 
York recently. “It’s because 
I’m so light in real life.” 

She may be joking but 
there isn’t much to laugh 
about in Punisher: War 
Zone. Although it’s the third 
cinematic adaptation of the 
vengeance-filled Marvel 
Gomics character, Benz in¬ 
sists this is not a sequel — 
“It’s just a veiy gritty urban 
retelling of the Phnisher 
tale,” she says. 

“This is not just an action

film, this is a film about a 
man whose family was com¬ 
pletely annihilated,” says 
Benz of the Punisher’s ori¬ 
gin. “He takes on vigilante 
justice and is still struggling 
with the loss of his family so 
there’s real heart to the role 
of Frank Gastle (The Punish¬ 
er).” 

In War Zone, an evil mob 
boss that Gastle (Ray Steven¬ 
son) left horribly disfigured 
forms a vengeful crime syn- 
dicate. When a cop’s wife 
(Benz) and her child are kid¬ 
napped by the foe, the un¬ 
predictable Punisher must 
reluctantly rescue the pair. 

“In The Punisher, my 
character’s a lot tougher,” 
says Benz. “She’s a fighter 
and she’s willing to do any¬ 
thing to save her daughter.” 

As if its legacy wasn’t 
enough. Punisher is also 
gaining notice with film¬ 
maker Lexi Alexander. Not 
only is the former kickbox¬ 
ing champion making her 
big studio debut, but many

say she’s an unusual choice 
to helm such a movie. 

“On many levels, (she’s) 
veiy appropriate. I mean, 
she is a martial artist so 
when it came to the fight se¬ 
quences — these sequences 
look like street fighting, not 
stunt fighting,” defends 
Benz.

TV writers look to 
economy for ideas 


TRENDS W^orking-class men 
and women may soon steal 
Holl 5 ^ood’s spotlight 
from the not-so-desperate 
housewives of upscale Wis¬ 
teria Lane as U.S. television 
writers consider how to ap¬ 
peal to viewers in tough 
economic times. 

The buzz around Holly¬ 
wood is that shows por¬ 
traying over-the-top wealth 
like ABC’s flashy Dirty 
Sexy Money are on their 
way out. W^riters believe 
the time is again ripe for 
working class comedies 
like 1980s sitcom Ros- 
eanne and 1970s block¬ 
buster Ah in the Family. 

“Many TV shows portray 
wealthy people and opu¬ 
lence, and 1 think these 
kinds of shows may have a 
problem with viewership. 1 
think audiences want to 
see characters they can re¬ 
late to,” said Suzan Olson 
Davis, who has written for 
cop drama Saving Grace. 
Davis said she is now work¬ 
ing on a pilot program for 
a series about the “lower 
middle class.” 

Paul Kagan of media re¬ 
search firm PK said view¬ 
ers will increasingly turn 
to gritty crime dramas like 
CSl: Crime Scene Investiga¬ 
tion, citing the wildly pop¬ 
ular 1930s Depression-era 
radio classic The Shadow, 
about a mysterious vigi¬ 
lante. 

“During a time of great 
problems, people like to 
see problems solved,” said 


Kagan. “That’s why 1 think 
these crime mystery pro¬ 
grams are so popular and 
will continue to be popu¬ 
lar. Everything is always 
solved by the end of the 
hour.” 

Hoh 3 ^ood is fast ap¬ 
proaching its pilot season 
early next year in which 
networks pick shows for 
the 2009-10 season, and 
many writers see an ever- 
widening gap between the 
rarefied worlds in pro¬ 
grams like 90210 and Des¬ 
perate Housewives, and 
the real world of failing 
banks and swelling unem¬ 
ployment. 

“What is interesting 
about TV is that many of 
the characters are rich and 
white. We don’t have any 
Roseanne Barrs or Archie 
Bunkers,” said John 
Greene, executive-produc¬ 
er of crime drama. Law & 
Order: SVU. 

“The next year is going 
to be interesting in terms 
of the development cycle 
and what we put on TV,” 
he said. 

One thing seems certain. 
Since the start of the TV 
season in September, glitzy 
reality-TV contests seem to 
be on the wane. Deal or No 
Deal has seen viewers drop 
nearly 30 per cent to about 
eight million from last 
year, and Dancing With 
the Stars viewership was 
down about nine per cent 
before ending its current 

cycle. REUTERS

Priestley's dreams 
almost come true

When Jason Priestley was 
a young actor, he always 
used to see the notifi¬ 
cation cards given to nom¬ 
inees of Gemini Awards — 
Canada’s highest 
television honour. But he 
never got one. 

“1 realized it was be¬ 
cause 1 always work in 
America and of course 1 
never get nominated for 
Geminis,” says the Vancou¬ 
ver-born actor/director. “1 
started making a much 
more concerted effort to 
work more in Canada, 
thinking that one day I’d 
get nominated for a Gemi¬ 
ni,” he says airily, looking 
into the distance. 

And, in 2003, he finally 
did ... but he didn’t win. 

So when the event’s or¬ 
ganizers asked him to 
hand out an award at last 
year’s ceremony, he didn’t 
have to think twice. “Of 
course, 1 got on a plane 
and 1 flew to Regina and 1 
presented an award at the 
Geminis. (1 was) very excit¬ 
ed to do that!” proclaims 
Priestley. 

Now, five years later, 
Priestley will retire the 
90210 zip code where he 
found fame as Brandon 
Walsh for M5V 2W6, the 
Metro Toronto Convention 
Centre, where he’ll switch 
roles to host this year’s 
awards. 

“This is my penultimate 
goal — hosting the Gemin¬ 


is. Every year, 1 feel like 
I’m just getting a little bit 
closer to my actual goal of 
actually winning a Gemi¬ 
ni! Baby steps, you know 
what 1 mean?” he jokes. 

It’s not the first time the 
star has come home to 
host. In 1998, he emceed 
the Juno Awards — the na¬ 
tion’s highest music hon¬ 
our. According to Priestley, 
his 10-year hosting hiatus 
has only benefited him. 

“I’m 10 years older. I’m

FIRST, THE GOOD NEWS: There 
are people who wouldn’t 
consider it good news — 
I’m thinking of the nice

Gary Homes, a 
spokesman for Nielsen, 
told the Los Angeles Times 
business section that part 
of the reason is that there 
are more TVs in homes 
now. “That means that lit¬ 
tle Suzie can watch Gossip 
Girl in her bedroom,” the 
Times wrote, “while Mom 
watches Dancing with the 
Stars in the basement and 
Dad watches football in 


the den. There also are 
more and more niche 
channels, which means 
more people are interested 
in the shows currently on 
TV, (Homes) said. This year, 
the Olympics and the polit¬ 
ical campaigns brought a 
lot of people to TVs who 
wouldn’t necessarily have 
been watching so much.” 

All of which falls into the 
“duh” category, though for 
some reason it’s easier for 
me to get away with a 
whole evening in front of 
the tube these days than it 
was when 1 was a kid, and 
sent to psychiatrists who 
were obsessed with then- 
voguish concerns about 
“TV addiction” and brain 
development.

Boy George’s lawyer said 
Wednesday the man who 
has accused the British 
singer of tying him up and 
beating him with a chain 
last year ''sexed up” his 
story to sell it to the press. 

Lawyer Adrian Water¬ 
man told Snaresbrook 
Crown Court in east Lon¬ 
don that Norwegian male 
escort Audun Carlsen had 
lied about his meetings 
with the 47-year-old, best 
known for fronting the 
band Culture Club in the 
1980s. 

“You have lied to the po¬ 
lice,” he said. “You have 
tried to make this story 
more exciting. You have 
added details and you have 
sold your story to the press 
and you have every inten¬ 
tion of doing so again.” 

Carlsen disagreed, say¬ 
ing: “Do you think 1 would 
put myself through all this 
for the sake of a few thou¬ 
sand pounds?” 

During his cross-exami¬ 
nation of the witness on 
the third day of the trial. 
Waterman suggested 
Carlsen had received in¬ 
juries to his arm and neck 
from bondage gear worn 
during a photo shoot with 
Boy George, being tried un¬ 


der his real name George 
O’Dowd. 

He produced coloured 
photographs taken on the 
night and showed them to 
the judge and juiy. A short 
video clip was also shown. 

Carlsen said the injuries 


were the result of his 
handcuffing and beating at 
the hands of O’Dowd, who 
sat impassively during 
Wednesday’s hearing.

He 
complained to Carlsen sev¬

Sausages with Spiced 
Wine and Apples 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/4 cup (300 mL) dry white 
wine 

1/2 lb (2309) pork or chicken 
sausages 

1 shallot or 1/2 small onion 

2 crisp dessert apples 

5 tbsp (709) butter, at room 
temperature 

3/4 cup (175 mL) chicken or 
vegetable stock 
2 tbsp (25 mL) light brown 
sugar 

1/2 tsp (10 mL) ground 
cinnamon 

METHOD: 

1. Bring wine to boil in a large 
hying pan and poach 
sausages gently for 10 
minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, peel and grate 
shallot or onion; peel, 
quarter, core, and slice 


apples. 

3. Gently melt small knob of 
butter in a second hying pan. 
Remove sausages from hrst 
pan, reserving wine. Discard 
loose skins and fry sausages 
slowly in butter until 
browned all over. 

4. Meanwhile, add shallot or 
onion to white wine in hrst 
pan; with apples, stock, 
brown sugar, cinnamon and 
remaining butter. Bring mix¬ 
ture to boil, reduce heat and 
simmer until apples become 
tender and liquid is reduced 
to thin S 3 nup. Serve with ap¬ 
ple sauce. SERVES 2
